“The latest Universalist statement, 
seeking to avoid profitiess controvers) 
and at thé same time hold fast to the 
inmost central reality, speaks of the 
spiritual authority and leadership oi 
His Son, Jesus Christ.”

Selections rendered by the recently- 
organized vested choir were features 
of the services at the First Congrega- 
tional Church yesterday. Dr. William 
Horace Day, the pastor, preached in 
the morning on “The Deity of Christ.” 
He said, in part: 

“What is left of the old doctrines 
lof the deity of Christ? There are two 
types of answers to the question: 
"Whom say ye that lam? The low- 
er type of answer replies: Thou art 
Jesus, the Man; Thou art a divine 
Son of God, just as we are divine 
sons of God.’ The higher conception 
includes all these, and in addition 
that He t nds our divinity in 
His consciousness that His nature is 
rooted in God, that His life is the 
unending expression of the eternal. 
This, then, ie the conception of the 
deity of Christ. 

“Jesus never lost His oneness with 
God—'I and My Father are one.’ No 
religious leader in all the centuries 
has ever made such a statement or 
such a claim. The ultimate answer 
of the apostolic days was the same. 
Each century makes its own answer. 
It is a conflict between the higher 
conception of Christ as the Son of 
God and the lower conoeption of 
Christ as a son of man. It is the 
higher conception alone which has 
endured, and inepired the permanent 
spiritual life of Christianity. There 
is only one way in which we come in- 
to the sharing of that truth, that is 
by the way of experience. Some 
years ago when Reginald Campbell 
had all English orthodoxy by the 
ears because of hig sermon on “The 
New Theology’ he declared, I be- 
eve in the essential deity of Christ.’ 
Gordon of the New South 
Church in Boston, a great, modern, 
new theology preacher, deciares, ‘I be- 
lieve in the essential] deity of Christ.’

That our hyphenated Americans have as 
a rule been loyal to the country of thetr 
adoption and have, on the whole, not disre- 
garded their obligations of neutrality, is 
greatly to their credit. 

But the close of the European war, which 
must come somehow or other, some time or 
other, will impose new conditions upon this 
nation, and it is the part of prudence to 
prepare to meet them. There should be 
amendments to the immigration laws that 
will permit of the exclusion of undesir- 
ables, whether such undesirability comes, 
as now, from a record of criminality or 
disease, or comes from an inability to find 
work which would compel the !mmigrant to 
join the already swollen ranks of the un- 
employed. 

When the war stops in Furope there is 
likely to be an immense exodus from all 
of the nations engaged in it. Those nations 
cannot pay even the interest on their vast 
debts without enormous taxation of their 
people. That taxation, no matter in what 
shape it is levied, must in the end be borne 
by labor, unless there shall be repudiation, 
and repudiation itself is but another and a 
most oppressive form of taxation. 

Let those who flee from such taxation turn 
their faces toward South Africa, or South 
America, or the Antipodes. We do not 
want them here. What between Democratic 
reduction of the revenues and Democregtic 
increase of expenditures we are hard put to 
it as it is to supply our own workers with 
food and shelter, and where a dinner that 
is enough for four must be divided among 
five all will arise from the table a little 
hungry.

Leaflets and bills, printed in seven differ- 
ent languages, were distributed throughout 
the industrial plants, sometimes with the 
pay checks. Employers had their foremen 
and interpreters call the men together and 
urge attendance on an evening school for 
all who could not speak or read English. 
All the social agencies of the city gave ac- 
tive assistance to the campaign. The 
churches, Protestant and Catholic, of the 
foreign population lent their hearty ald and 
distributed the circulars. Attractive posters 
were placed on billboards of the town, an- 
nouncing the opening of the evening schools 
and inviting attendance. Motion-picture 
houses kept “America First” films going. 
The foreign newspapers and the city press 
pushed the cause. 

Employers told their men that the pref- 
erence would be given to those attending 
night schools. One company proposed a 
2-cent an hour raise in wages for all men 
not speaking English—that is, “American” 
—who attended the evening schools. The 
Cadillac company worked out a programme 
to interest their employees. 

As a result the attendance of the evening 
schools, when they opened in September, 
was increased 153 per cent. In some cases 
where men could not attend the schools on 
account of their hours, teachers were fur- 
nished to hold school in the plant at con- 
venient hours. The foreigners who have 
lived apart, scarcely touched by our life or 
institutions, have learned that they are con- 
sidered and are encouraged as never be 
fore to take out their first papers and to 
complete their naturalization. 

The people of Detroit are thoroughly 
awakened to the fact that they must Amerti- 
canize their population or practically cease 
to be an American city.

The recent supplementary war revenue 
legislation of Canada makes few additions 
to the customs duties, possibiy because 
there were few which could be made with- 
out diminishing instead of increasine the 
revenue. However, it gave evidence of a 
definite purpose. The tendency to broaden 
and fortify the policy of imperial preference 
as the corollary of the sentiment for im- 
perial unity which the war has developed 
was strongly accentuated. 

The situation which now confronts the 
United States and is certain to confront it 
after the war is that of a Canadian policy. 
justifiable and praiseworthy from the Ca- 
nadian point of view, which seeks to enlarge 
the market of the United Kingdom in the 
Dominion, not in hostility to the United 
States, but in friendship to the mother coun- 
try. In the economic sense the sentimental 
consideration as regards England and the 
absence of hostility to the United States 
cannot affect the principle. This is one of 
trade relations, disassociated from all sen- 
timent. 


The policy of strengthening imperial 
unity will not be carried out at the ex- 
pense of the industries of the Dominion. 
This has been shown by both political par- 
ties in the past. ‘ 

When Joseph Chamberlain promulgated 
his crude scheme of imperial tariff prefer- 
ence he naively assumed that the patriotic 
Canadians would content themselves with 
choking their own industries and giving the 
British manufacturers their market for 
manufactured goods in return for a prefer- 
ence on Canadian wheat in the United 
Kingdom. The British public never got to 
the point of agreeing to a duty on wheat 
at all, but the Canadian manufacturers in 
the meantime formed a powerful association 
of their own and vetoed the Chamberlain 


programme. 

The Dominion gave England a preferen- 
tial tariff without asking any preference for 
its own agricultural products, but while this 
preference helped some British industries in 
competition with the United States and 
other countries it did not aid them in com- 
petition with Canadian manufacturers. War 
revenue legislation has given them no such 
ald; nor will any of the peace revenue legis- 
lation help them. 

It may be accepted axiomatically that the 
Canadian manufacturers wil] continue to de- 
mand and will receive their full measure of 
protection as against their kinsmen across 
the sea; but in compensation they will en- 

rage further discriminating duties 

inst the products of the United States 
and other countries in favor of England. 
This will be in line with the policy of knit- 
ting together the colonies and the mother 
country which has been described recently 
by the Canadian Minister of Trade and 
Commerce as the economic coordination 
and union of the whole British empire. 
This is what the war revenue legislation 
signifies. 

Official utterances and acts make very 
pertinent the query whether the United 
States in her fiscal policy can afford to 
extend, as she is now doing, to a good neigh- 
bor more than she gets in the way of re- 
ciprocal tariff treatment and further to en- 
courage that neighbor in helping a big, 
husky relation at our own expense.
